"This story of voluntary dissolutlon
of the American Tobacco Company s
apsolutely fglee and without a shadow
of foundation,” sald Mr, Dula,

"The company's counsel and attor-
neys In the pending suit of the gov-
ernment of the Unlted Biates arg not
only nat frizhtened by the avidence
gathered In that cese, but they advise
that ‘the full dlsclosura of the affairs
of the Amerlcan Tobacco Company
made by it officers and omployes I3
thot case shows most clearly and un-
mistakably that the company las not
In any respect violated (he Eherman
antl-trust law or any other law, and
that the result ‘of the litfgation (s
bound to be a victory for tha Amerlcan
Tobaceo Company,

0YSTERS BEING DESTROYED

—

U. 8. TFish Nogrean Senda Expert to
Chincotengue to Discover the Cnuse.

Timea-Dispatch Bureau,
Munsey Bullding,
Washington, D. C.. ‘April 18,

The Bureau of IFlsheries has sent a
man to Chincoteague [#land for the
purposs making Investigations of the
organism which is devastating oyster
beds ‘In Llhat section. Several of tha
planters of Chincoteague complalned to
Hepresentative Jones, of the First Vir-
ginla District, that thelr oysters were
belng ruined h?’ the organlsm, and
azked him to have the government
make an exzmination. Mr. Jones re-
ferred the matter to the Fish Com-
mlssidn, and Dr. H. F. Moore, an ex-
pert. in such matters, was ordered
thither to make an examinatlion and
report.
